LoN DON, Nov. 13.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Additional de- 
tails regarding the loss of the British 
torpedo cruiser Serpent have been re- 
ceived here from Corunna. The dis- 
aster occurred at 11 o’clock Monday 
night. A heavy storm prevailed and 
the night was densely black. When 
the vessel struck, her keel was torn off 
and a great hole stove in the bottom. 
She slipped off the rocks into deep 
water and immediately foundered. Tons 
of water rushed through the hole into 
the hull. The majority of the officers 
and crew were below when the vessel 
struck. She sank so quickly that after- 
ward none of them had time to reach 
the deck. 

The disaster was so sudden that it 
was impossible for those on deck to get 
a boat into the water. The time be- 
tween the striking and sinking was 80 
short that nearly all on board went 
down without making a sign. 

The Admiralty will investigate. It 
is officially stated that the Serpent had 
become partially disabled in a hurri- 
cane, and repairs were necessary betore 
proceeding on her voyage. Her com- 
manding officer, theretore, decided to 
put into Corunna or Vigo, and while 
attempting to make the port the vessel 
was lost. |

It would be most unsatis- 
factory tothe exhibitors, or contribu- 
tors, I may say. In other words, A. 
B. of San Diego might take excep- 
tious to my selling his half a dozen 
plates of choice quinces and apples and 
Jemons, and withholding from sale the 


of pears and peaches for $1 or $2 for

Bernardino would want to know 
why didn’t get rid of bis 
spoiling articles at the same 
time.

Sunday Closing of Saloons. 

Los ANGELES, No. 12.— [To the 
editor of TUE TIuEs.] The City Coun- 
cil of Los Angeles has ordered an elec- 
tion for Tuesday, November 18, to test 

the popular sentiment on the Sunday 
ciosing of saloons. It is agreed on the 
part of a majority of the Council that 
if the vote cast shall favor such action 
an ordinance securing Sunday closing 
shall be forthcoming. It is pertinent, 
in view oi this election and agreement, 
to look somewhat into the reasons and 
arguments held by the friends of Sun- 
day closing. 

In the first place, the authority of 
the City Council to pass such an ordi- 
nance has been clearly settled, and 
the vote asked for is only in the way 
of instruction or moral support. 

The rightuess of any public policy in- 
beres in its moral, social or economic 
bearing. The presentissue is not a 
religious or political one, but is made 
on moral and economic grounds. The 
advantages that accrue to the moral 
and physical man through one day of 
rest from the distractions of labor are 
generally conceeded.
